This  form  is  to  be  used  in  reporting  meats  and  products  inspected  for  speci- 
fications for  other  branches  of  the  Government.  Every  article  which  does  not 
conform  fully  with  the  specifications  shall  be  rejected  by  the  inspector  and  so 
reported  whether  or  not  it  is  accepted  by  the  official  having  jurisdiction.  The 
cause  or  causes  of  rejection  as  well  as  the  disposition  of  the  rejected  article  should 
be  clearly  shown  in  the  proper  columns.  When  an  article  is  rejected  by  an 
inspector  and  accepted  by  the  official  having  jurisdiction  a  notation  to  that 
effect  shall  be  made  on  the  report  showing  the  name  of  the  official  who  accepted 
the  article  and  his  reasons  therefor. 

Reports  for  the  Navy,  Army  Engineers,  Panama  Railroad,  Alaska  Engineering 
Commission,  Yellowstone  Park,  Indian  Office,  Ellis  Island,  Coast  Guard,  Shipping 
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Board,  Public  Health  Service,  Forest  Service,  and  Federal  Penitentiaries  shall  be 
made  in  triplicate,  the  original  report  to  be  forwarded  to  the  bureau  office  in 
Washington,  the  duplicate  to  the  officer  in  charge  at  point  of  destination  and 
the  triplicate  shall  be  retained  for  the  local  office  files. 

Reports  for  the  Marine  Corps  shall  be  made  in  quadruplicate,  the  original 
report  to  be  forwarded  to  the  bureau  office  in  Washington,  the  duplicate  to  the 
Quartermaster,  Headquarters,  United  States  Marine  Corps,  Washington,  D.  C. 
the  triplicate  to  the  officer  in  charge  at  point  of  destination,  and  the  quadruplicate 
shall  be  retained  for  the  local  office  files. 

Reports  for  the  Veterans'  Bureau  shall  be  made  in  quadruplicate,  the  original 
report  to  be  forwarded  to  the  bureau  office  in  Washington,  the  duplicate  to  the 
United  States  Veterans'  Bureau,  Washington,  D.  C,  the  triplicate  to  the  hospital 
to  which  the  product  is  destined,  and  the  quadruplicate  shall  be  retained  for  the 
local  office  files.

In  the  future,  the  cleaning  and  disinfection  of  cars  required  under  the  provisions 
of  B.  A.  I.  Order  286,  "Regulations  governing  the  sanitary  handling  and  control 
of  hides,  fleshings,  hide  cuttings,  parings,  and  glue  stock,  sheepskins  and  goat- 
skins and  parts  thereof,  hair,  wool,  and  other  animal  by-products,  hay,  straw, 
forage,  or  similar  material  offered  for  entry  into  the  United  States,"  are  to  be 
reported  on  separate  forms,  F.  I.  62-A  and  F.  I.  62-D.  This  is  essential  for  the 
reason  that  the  reports  of  these  cars  are  handled  in  the  Field  Inspection  Division, 
■whereas  the  livestock  car  reports  are  now  recorded  in  the  Packers'  and  Stock- 
yards' Division.

ADMINISTRATIVE  CHANGES  IN  LIVESTOCK  INSPECTION  AT  PUBL 

STOCKYARDS 


A  consolidation  of  Federal  livestock  activities  relating  to  public  stockyards  and 
interstate  transportation  was  made,  effective  July  1,  1928,  when  supervision  over 
livestock  moving  interstate,  including  the  enforcement  of  the  28-hour  law,  was 
transferred  from  the  Field  Inspection  Division  of  the  bureau  to  the  Packers  and 
Stockyards  Division.  Dr.  S.  O.  Fladness  has  been  placed  in  charge  of  the  sec- 
tion of  the  latter  division  that  is  to  administer  the  work  mentioned.  The  duties 
of  this  section  include  inspection  of  livestock  for  disease,  tuberculin  testing  of 
cattle  shipped  interstate,  mallein  testing  of  horses,  immunizing  of  hogs  against 
cholera,  disinfecting  cars,  and  enforcement  of  the  28-hour  law. 

The  realignment  of  the  work  is  purely  administrative  and  for  the  purpose  of 
consolidating  closely  related  activities  in  one  division.  The  change  does  not 
affect  the  field  oflaces  or  their  personnel. 
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SMALL  EXPENDITURES  AT  FIELD  STATIONS  OF  PACKERS  AND  STOCK- 
YARDS DIVISION  AND  FIELD  INSPECTION  DIVISION 

A  number  of  the  smaller  stations  of  this  bureau  have  not  received  specific  letters 
of  authorization  covering  interstate  transportation  projects  31025,  31026,  and 
31027,  under  the  inspection  and  quarantine  appropriation.  Small  expenditures 
are  often  incurred  at  these  stations  when  duties  are  performed  under  these  projects, 
such  as  supervising  the  cleaning  and  disinfection  of  cars,  getting  information 
under  the  28-hour  law,  etc.,  and  these  expenditures  should  be  charged  to  the 
appropriate  project,  citing  letter  of  authorization  No.  F  205-310a,  dated  July 
1,  1928,  which  is  a  general  letter  in  favor  of  the  chief  of  the  Packers  and  Stock- 
yards division. 

Expenses  incurred  in  connection  with  other  work  under  the  inspection  and 
quarantine  appropriation,  such  as  the  inspection  of  import  and  export  livestock, 
supervision  over  the  handling  of  hides,  skins,  etc.,  where  no  specific  authoriza- 
tion has  been  issued,  should  be  charged  to  projects  under  letter  of  authorization 
No.  N  205-3 10a,  which  is  a  general  letter  in  favor  of  the  chief  of  the  Field  Inspec- 
tion Division. 

In  quoting  all  authorizations,  the  entire  designation,  including  the  letter  preced- 
ing the  numbers,  must  be  given.  For  example:  Y41-114;  M41-114;  .Y41-114a; 
N41-310;  F41-310;  F41-311;  W41-311;  F41-325.  All  of  these  are  authori- 
zations for  Chicago. 

Amendments  to  authorizations,  as  Y41-114.1  and  M41-114.1,  etc.,  should  be 
quoted  as  shown  on  the  authorization,  separation  of  numbers  by  hyphen  and 
period  being  clearly  indicated.
